Only 
26 percent rate the Clinton Administration’s 
work on environmental issues as good or 
excellent. 


‘Popcorn’ 
scholarship 
program 
for adults 
continued 


In one of the few programs of its kind, 
Orville Redenbacher's Second Start 
Scholarship Program renews its commit- 
ment to assisting adult students with their 
special financial needs. This year, 25 
$1,000 scholarships will be available to 
adults age 30 and older as they pursue a 
“second start’ in their lives through col- 
lege education. 

Recognizing the unusual burdens adult 
students face, Orville Redenbacher’s Se- 
cond Start Scholarship Program is a uni- 
que program responding specifically to aid 
these non-traditional students in their 
academic pursuits. 

Be it increasing limited career oppor- 
tunities available for high school graduates, 
growing financial demands or the desire to 
pursue aspirations previously put on hold, 
millions of adults are going back to school. 

Established by Orville Redenbacher and 
his grandson, Gary, the scholarship pro- 
gram was established in response to this 
ever-growing number of adults returning to 
the classroom and the extra financial 
burdens they often face. In fact, according 
to the National Center for Education 
Statistics, more than 3.6 million students 
30 years of age and older have returned 
to college to pursue a higher education 
degree, this year. 

The only program requirements are that 
applicants be at least 30 years of age and 
enrolled at an accredited college or univer- 
sity. Applicants need not be of a certain 
race or religion or pursuing a specific 
degree. 

“We created the Second Start program 
based on our strong belief in higher educa- 
tion in the development of an individual and 
the fact that isis never too late to suc- 
ceed," says Orville Redenbacher who did 
not gain success with his famous Popping 
Corn until he was in his mid-sixties. 

Beginning with 10 scholarships in 1990, — 
the Orville Redenbacher Second Start 
Scholarship Program continues to support 
adults pursuing a college degree by offer- 
ing 25 scholarships for the 1995-96 school 
year.

degree in English in 1978. Ressler com- 
pleted her student teaching at Wahlert 
High School. After graduation, Ressler was 
a substitute teacher at Wahlert for the last 
three weeks of the spring semester. She 
was then given a full-time position in July 
1978 as an English teacher and has been 
teaching at Wahlert ever since. 

In addition to teaching at Wahlert, 
Ressler has also taken graduate courses 
at the University of lowa, University of Nor- 
thern lowa, University of Minnesota and 
Clarke College. She has completed 30 
hours in the areas of writing, computer ap- 
plications in education, contemporary

literature, publications/journalism advising 
and human relations. She is currently work- 
ing on a Masters degree in Arts in Educa- 
tion through Viterbo College in Lacrosse, 
Wisc. She is an advocate of life-long 
learning. 

Ressler’s English classes consist of 
Creative Writing, Themes in Literature and 
Composition. She has incorporated her 
love of haiku into all of these classes, 
especially Creative Writing and has in- 
terested her students in writing haiku. She 
encourages students to enter their poems 
in contests for possible publication. Each 
year her students win nationally. Her 
students have given her the title ‘Haiku 
Queen of the Universe,’ which travels with 
her from year to year. ‘‘Haiku is my writing 
bliss,’’ said Ressler. 


r love of haiku was sparked by a 
walking on haiku poetry that she attend- 
ed in March 1988. It was at this workshop 
that her interest in haiku was formally pi- 
qued.

She has 
published several pieces and has won 
several awards for her haiku. In February 
1989, Ressler published her first haiku in

In 1989, she won a first place prize of 
$100 through the Knapton Haiku Contest 
with the poem:

After having several of her haiku publish- 
ed, she was invited to the ‘school’ of 
haikuists. On June 22, 1991, she attend- 
ed a meeting of the Haiku Society of 
America at Colombia University. At this 
meeting she met people who had only 
“been poems’”’ to her. She was introduc- 
ed and became good friends with many of 
the well known poets of haiku. Since then 
she has been selected to judge thousands 
of entries for contests. 

In 1994, Ressler was nominated and 
elected second vice-president of the Haiku 
Society of America. She was re-elected in 
1995. It’s no surprise that she was re- 
elected because haiku has been key in all 
aspects of her life and this life is very rich 
with experiences.

“Nature and the environment should be 
our common ground. We won't make pro- 
tecting them into a partisan game,” said 
Hair. ‘The National Wildlife Federation will 
work with leaders of all parties to make 
sure voters get the protections they want. 
And we'll take on anyone in any party who 
won't provide it!”’ 

Hair cited upcoming legislative action on 
the Farm Bill and Safe Drinking Water Acts 
as opportunities for bi-partisan progress 
that benefits all Americans. Meanwhile, he 
pledged to continue NWF efforts to 
educate and help individuals and 
grassroots groups ‘‘outside the Beltway.”” 

“The election may have been about 
change, but this isn’t a change for us,” said 
Hair. ‘We've always believed that is we 
help the people lead, the leaders will 
follow.” 

But the head of the National Wildlife 
Federation did have criticism for one well- 
known opinion leader. He noted that broad- 
caster Rush Limbaugh used election 
results as ammunition to attack en- 
vironmental laws. ; 

“Now we have proof,” said Hair. “When 
it comes to the environment, Rush is 
wrong!” 

The National Wildlife Federation is the 
nation’s largest conservation education 
organization. Founded in 1936, the Federa- 
tion works to educate and assist individuals 
and organizations to conserve natural 
resources and to protect the Earth’s 
environment. ;
